Frosting 
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Landfill Problems Dominate Monday’s Commission Meeting 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Aug. 25, 
at the Courthouse in Elba, and handled 
all their business in a brief 50-minute 
meeting. Present at the bi-monthly 
meeting were Probate Judge James L. 
Sawver, Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston and Commissioners Rex 
Boutwell, Don Smith, Bennie Beckham, 
Gilmer Grant, Max J. Reeves and Jack 
Hornsby. 

The meetings first visitor was Mr. 
Buck Tindol, the landfill manager, who 
Stated the county had received state 
approval to use the gulley in the 
Northwest-section of the landfill to bury 
rubbish only. Tindol added that the 
landfill would soon be _picking-up 
rubbish from Dorsey Trailers and 


.S. L. Plant addresses commission 
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Kleinerts, two industries in Elba, and 
that Enterprise would have to begin 
seperating rubbish collected at mills. 

It was reported the Coffee County 
School System had requested its 
garbage be picked-up twice-a-week at 
all five schools, on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. Tindol told the commission this 
would mean making an additional trip 
each day, and that the current schedule 
may have to be changed. The commis- 
sioners told Mr. Tindol to work the 
schools as requested and report back if 
any changes are needed. 

A letter from the State Division of 
Solid Waste Control reported the county 
landfill passed all standards at an Aug. 
13 inspection, but did list a problem 
about covering garbage. The city of 
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Enterprise was given a key to the 
landfill gate so it could dump its 
garbage when the landfill was closed. 
The state requires all garbage be buried 
within an hour after being dumped, and 
also requires the landfill to be closed 
unless an employee is on duty. The 
dumping during the hours the landfill is 
closed violates both regulations, and the 
State requested the practice be stopped. 
The commission, however, told Mr. 
Tindo! to let Enterprise continue to 
dump, even when the landfill is closed. 

Mr. S.L. Plant met with the 
commission and told them, ‘I want to 
talk about a road going to my house. It 
needs a sewer pipe in four places, 
because when it rains the water washes 
across the road and washes it away. I 
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pay as much gas tax as anyone else and 
I feel my road should be as good as 
anyone else's," 

The commission told Mr. Plant it 
would meet with him this week and 
instruct the engineer to make needed 
repairs. 


Representatives of the 5-Star Volun- 
teer Fire Dept. adressed the com- 
mission and asked for financial support. 
Fire Chief Bobby Williams reported the 
department would serve 1000 ixmilies 
in the area of Victoria, Woodland 
Grove, New Hope, Roeton and Chestnut 


Grove, and that almost $8,000 had been 
raised to support the department. 
Williams added a truck was bought last 
week in Birmingham, but that a 
building to house the truck and 
additional equipment was needed. 

The commission told the group it 
was in favor of providing financial aid, 
but stated it must first determine if such 
a donation would be legal. 

Sgt. Charles Goodson, of the New 
Brockton National Guard, told the 
commission the guard unit would like to 
erect a survey mark on the land at the 
Farm Center. The marker (3rd order 


monument) would only be 2-inches high 
and would be out of the way of the 
public. The commission approved the 
request, bit stated the marker must be 
flushed to the ground. 

In other action at 
meeting, the commission: 
***authorized two county employees to 
attend a CETA workshop in Ozark, on 
Sept. 18; 

***approved a motion to advertise 
public hearings on Revenue Sharing 
Funds; 

***and, set a budget meeting for 
Thursday, Sept. 4 at 1:00 p.m.

Elba Lawyer 
Censured By 


State Bar 


Jackson W. Stokes, a local attorney, 
was publicly censured by the Alabama 
State Bar on July 16 for violating certain 
provisions of the Code of Professional 
Responsibility of the bar .association, 
according to a news release issued by 
the bar association.

Stokes told this newspaper 
that the money was collected and 
deposited in his trust account, He said a 
check was written to Kerr-hMcGee but 
somehow was never received and 
cashed by the firm. He said the problem 
was overlooked and it was not until 
Kerr-McGee filed their complaint that 
he was aware of it and at that time the 
money was promptly paid to the firm,

We don't have fall seed

grown potatoes for planting, 
this will work out fine. To 
treat your potatoes, get a 
small amount  gibberlacic’ 
acid and use at the rate of 
one-eighth of an ounce per 
nine gallons of water.

STORING HEIRLOOMS 

Chances are that you 
have old heirloom coverlets, 
quilts, afghans, blankets, 
and linens in your home that 
you'd like to store. If so, they 
need special care to keep 
them from becoming dama- 
ged. This is especially true if 
you are storing the articles, 

Follow these tips when 
Storing old quilts and other 
coverings. : 

Select the area carefully. 
Choose a place free of mois- 
ture, rodents, insects and 
extreme heat. 

Wash or clean the articles 
before storing. Don't fold 
them more than is neces- 
sary. Folding can damage 
the threads. Change the 
position of the folds occasion- 
ally, 

Wrap them in undyed 
muslin, an old sheet or an old 
pillow case, Don't use 
regular tissue paper and 
cardboard boxes. They are 
made of wood that is acidic 
and acid destroys cotton and 
linen, 

Instead, use special pa- 
pers and boxes that can be 
purchased #t dry cleaning 
stores. Don't use air-tight 
plastic bags for storing the 
articles. These bags can 
cause streaking and mildew. 

Keep the articles away 
from strong sunlight--it 
weakens and fades the ma- 
terial. Antique samplers and 
wall hangings should be kept 
under glass, sealed against 
dust and air. 

Air your heirlooms per- 
iodically to avoid mold or 
mildew,

‘“Forrestry is the largest 
manufacturing industry in 
Alabama in terms of jobs 
provided and economic con- 
tribution to the _ state,'’ 
according to State Forester 
C.W. Moody. ‘And it is 


essential that we be able to .

Elba, Alabama

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Elba Tigers To Field A 
Veteran Squad In Quest For 
3A Crown 


With 14 starters return- 
ing from last season’s South 
Alabama Conference cham- 
pionship team, Elba High 
Coach Mack Wood is holding 
more aces than a riverboat 
gambler. 

The Tigers, who were 
picked to be in the top 4 in 
the conference race, won 
their last 6 regular season 
games for a 9-1 record. 
Wood's team also earned a 
berth in the state Class 3A 
football playoffs, and had 
several players who received 
statewide acclaim. 

Offense should again be a 
strong point as the Tigers 
return their awesome 1-2 
punch of Don Horstead and 
Bobby English. Horstead, a 
5-10, 185-pound speedster, 
was an All-State selection 
last year in every paper in 
the state and was named 
“Offensive Player of the 
Year’’ by The Dothan Eagle. 
Horstead, a senior, is billed 
as one of the top college 
prospects in the South, and 
one look at his statistics will 
tell you why! In his two 
years as a starter, Horstead 
rushed for 2,801 yards and 
scored 37 touchdowns. Op- 
posing defense’s keyed on 
the speedster last season, 
but he still tallied 19 touch- 
downs and gained nearly 7 
yards a carry. 

English, a burly 5-11, 
190-pound fullback, found 
plenty of opposition in the 
middle of deicnses, but just 
bulled and scratched his way 
to gain 801 yards in 137 
carries. English added 5 
touchdowns and took some 
pressure off his highly pub- 
licized' running mate. This 
1-2 punch gives the Tigers 
enough power to keep oppo- 
sing coaches up nights wor- 
rying about how to stop’em! 

The Elba offensive line 
will haye some new faces, 
but will be anchored by 
returnees Mason Morrow 
and Greg Hudson. Morrow, 


» called by an opposing coach, 


“the best center in the 
state,"’ is 6-0, 175-pounds 
and is a devastating player in 
the middle. Hudson is small 


-for an offensive lineman at 


5-10, 160-pounds, but ‘is 


*quick and is a good blocker 
» with the speed to lead Elba’s 


speedy backs around the 
corner. Shane Meek, 
Dwayne Rushing, and Steve 
Whitehurst are all battling 
for the other guard slot, and 
the trio should be more than 
capable of filling the hole. At 
the tackle position, it appears 
David Dorsey will hold down 
one spot, while three young 
players will battle for the 
other job. Dorsey, a 6-1, 
220-pounder, missed much 
of last season with injuries, 
but has looked good in fall 
drills and should be a 
top-notch player. Morris 
Davis, Brett Scarbrough, and 
Ken Owens are all battling 
for the other spot and any of 
the youngsters should be 
able to fill the bill. 

Dale Stinson returns at 
flanker and has the tools to 
be an outstanding performer. 
Stinson (5-10, 165) is a solid 
blocker, a sure-handed re- 
ceiver and a speedy back 
with true breakaway. speed, 
Chris English, an all-SAC 
performer last season, is 
back at tight-end, and is a 
college prospect at 6-3, 


on 


_aty tie! 
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200-pounds. English caught 
12 passes for 264 yards and 
3 touchdowns last year, but 
underwent knee surgery dur- 
ing the summer and is still 
far from being back at full 
speed. Ted Horstead (6-0, 
170) has been getting a lot of 
work at the tight-end post 
and is more than capable of 
stepping in and being an 
outstanding end. 

A major concern on of- 
fense is at the quarterback 
position where Russell Kel- 
ley and Mike Amison must 
fill the shoes of graduated 
Alan King. Kelley (5-11, 
170) was the back-up quar- 
terback last season and 
looked good, but saw only 
limited action. Kelley carried 
the ball 8 times and averaged 
nearly 10 yards a carry, but 
threw only 2 passes, both of 
which fell incomplete. Ami- 
son was a defensive back last 
season, but is a former junior 
high signal caller, and with 
experience should prove to 
be a fine player. 

“Our offense is not as far 
along as I'd like it to be,’’ 
stated Wood in a recent 
interview, ‘‘but it looks fa- 
vorable. We've got 2 
returning backs and also our 
starting flanker, but we'll be 
basically an inexperienced 
team on offense. In the line, 
all we return is our center 
and one tackle, so you can 
tell we have to do a lot of 
work, We will put in a few 
new things on offense, but 
we don’t plan on doing a lot 
of changing.”’ 

The Tiger defense wasn't 
a dominating force last sea- 
son, but with 8 starters 
returning, things should be 
different in 1980. Four of 
five starters return in the 
line, led by ALL-SAC middle- 
guard Eddie Coleman. 
Coleman (5-10, 170) is as 
quick as a cat, and last 
season he had 93 solo 
tackles, 22 assists and re- 
covered 5 fumbles. Shoring 
up the middle of the defense 
will be tackles Doug Daniels 
and David Sutley, a dynamite 
combination that could prove 
to be the keys to the Tigers’ 
success. Daniels (6-4, 225) is 
a 2-year starter with unlimit- 
ed potential, while Sutley 
(S-9, 190) is as solid as a rock 
and may be the team's best 
all around player. Stuart 
Bane (6-2, 180) returns at 
defensive end, and he always 
has a nose for the ball and is 
a big-play performer. Bat- 
tling for the other defensive 
end post is Ted Horstead (a 
multi-talented player), along 
with newcomers Terry Spicer 
and John Meachum, both of 
who had excellent practices 
in the spring. 

Phil Hayes (5-10, 175) 
anchors the linebacking 
corps and is a definite 
ALL-SAC contender. Hayes 
was involved in 40 tackles 
last season and should get 
plenty of help from Hal 
Brunson, Ted __Horstead, 
Greg Hudson, 
Jones, all expected to see 
action. 

In the defensive second- 
ry, three starters return to 
make up what should be a 
solid squad. Wayne Paker 
(S-11, 170) returns at corner- 
back along with Troy Brown 
(S-9, 150), while safety Mike 
Amison is also returning to

The Kinston Bulldogs 
have been going along win- 
ning a couple of games each 
year, but last year they 
showed signs of snapping to 
attention. Now despite a 
squad small in number with 
obvious depth problems, 
they think they are ready to 
make a move and improve on 
1979's 2-8 record. 

A very contagious infec- 
tion has slowed the Bulldogs 
down recently, but Coach 
Rick Rainer reports the prob- 
lem is over that his squad has 
more depth. He also has 
more speed, more size, more 
of just about everything. 
Maybe there is room for 
optimism! 

The quarterbacking in 
Bulldog country should be 
competent. Darryl Wilker- 
son (6-0, 165) was the top 
passer in the state in Class A 
last year before a severe neck 
injury ended his season after 
only 5 games. Wilkerson is 
now back to his old self and 
ready to make his senior 
season one to remember. 
Sophomore Darren Smith 
came on strong in spring 
training, and despite his lack 
of size (5-9, 155), should see 
a lot of action this fall. The 
big news of fall drills has 
been the running of Jimmy 
Rogers, Larry Hattaway, and 
Albert Wilson. Rogers (5-9, 
160) was the team’s leading 
runner last year with 828 
yards, while Hattaway (S-11, 
165) came off the bench late 
in the season to gain 470 
yards from his fullback post. 
Wilson (5-8, 145) is the 
fastest man on the team (4.6 
in the 40) and will see a lot of 
action at tailback. 

An able receiving corps is 
headed by swift Scott 
Sansom (6-2, 175) who has 
good hands and who is a 
solid blocker. Jeff Rhodes 
(6-4, 185) holds down the 
tight-end position and can go 
way-up to catch the jump- 
pass and beat his man deep 
for the long bomb. 

Tackle Kris Bowden, a 
6-3, 220-pound, ‘*Hulk’’ an- 
chors the Bulldogs’ line, and 
he is a definite major college 
prospect. Also making up 
Kinston's offensive line are 
Chris Weeks (6-1, 200) at 
guard, Johnny Wiggins (5-9, 
160) at center, Kenny Davis 
(S-11, 160) at guard, and 
Mike Carnley (5-10, 185) at 
tackle. 

“Our offense looks good 
on paper,’’ said Coach Rick 
Rainer, ‘‘and at times good 
on the field. I feel like we 
can score points. We'll do 
basically the same things we 
did last year on offense, and 


that means throw the ball a 
lot. We've got three good 
receivers and two good 
passers, and I'll promise you 
we'll put it up, I feel we have 
the speed to get outside, and 
since we're not big, we'll try 
to hit the corners. We are 
going to use a multiple 
offense and hit our oppon- 
ents where it will do the 
most damage!"’ 

The Bulldogs will have to 
use most of their players on 
defense, too, but Coach 
Rainer does have a pair of 
linemen who will be ready on 
defense. They are Roger 
Harrison (6-2, 180) at tackle 
and Ronald Thorn (5-11, 210) 
at middle guard. 


‘We put a lot of empha- 
sis on defense in the spring 
and summer,’’ added Rain- 
er, ‘‘and I feel defense is the 
key to the season I’m expect- 
ing our defense to show a lot 
of improvement from last 
season, mainly because 
we've got a squad dominated 
by seniors (8 seniors and 3 
juniors). Last yéar we lost 
several games because we 
gave up a lot of points early 
in the game and couldn't 
catch-up.” 


The Bulldogs’ schedule is 
identical to last year’s, but 
Rainer reports the tough 
schedule has cost him many 
hours of sleep.

Florida Bass Growing Big In 


Alabama Lakes 


Nearly 1.5 million Florida 
bass, a subspecies of large- 
mouth bass, have been stock- 
ed into Alabama waters since 
1966, according to records of 
Game and Fish Division,

OPP, AL 
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Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources. 
These Florida bass finger- 
lings have been stocked 
throughout the state in farm 
ponds, state-owner public 
fishing lakes and in new 
public reservoirs. 

The Florida subspecies 
has been of recent interest to 
fishermen and fishery biolo- 
gists. The Game and Fish 
Division began reserach on 
the Florida bass in 1969, 
comparing it to our native 
northern largemouth. The 
results of this study showed 
the Florida bass was equal to 
or better than our native bass 
in maintaining ‘‘balance’’ in 
bass-bluegill _ populations. 
This study also showed that 
exceptional growth was ex- 
hibited in some individuals of 
the Florida bass and hybrids, 
or intergrades between Flor- 
ida and northern bass. Other 
Studies have indicated that 
Florida bass have a higher 
potential for obtaining trophy 
size. 

Our present state record 
largemouth bass of 14 
pounds 4 ounces is a Florida 
bass caught in a pond 
stocked in 1967. By 1981, 
Florida bass will be used for 
all farm ponds stocked by the 
Game and Fish Division. 
These farm ponds will also 
help introduce Florida bass 
into public waters through 
the natural loss of bass over 
spillways of ponds and lakes 
during heavy winter and 
spring rains. The stocking of 
1.5 million Florida bass 
fingerlings in Alabama will 
increase the likelihood of an 
Alabama fisherman catching 
a trophy bass. 

Sam Spencer, Chief of 
Fisheries, said, ‘‘We do not 
want to completely replace 
our native bass stocks, but to 
introduce the Florida bass 
‘genetics’ into our native 
populations. This is a 
positive step the Game and 
Fish Division has taken, 


tough games,”’ said Rainer,

There are very few things 
Coach Leavy Boutwell could 
do to make 1980 as 
successful as 1979, Never 
before had the Gamecocks:

He 
has looked good running and 
has real good speed. We 
also have three young backs 
in Mike Dunaway, Ronnie 
Gilley and Kelley Tindol who 
are working hard. To be 
honest, I don’t know what 
we'll do on offense. 

“On defense,” said 
Boutwell, ‘‘we don’t have the 
personel to run a 4-4 or a 50, 
but we'll probably line up in 
a 50, We're going to stunt 
every play so we can be in 
two places at once. We 
haven't worked on defense; 
all we've done is go through 
the motions.
